“We want peace and we want it badly, but 
we must come to it by universal agreement 
or by the agreement of the powerful nations 
of the earth, by the keen conscierice of the 
nations that shall compel the powerful coun- 
tries of the world to restrain themselves 
Arst, to prevent extension and expansion of 
armies and navies.“ 


Argues for Socialism. 

Mr. Thompson argued that the only hope 
of universal peace lay in the adoption by the 
laBor tinions of socialism. His speech was 
frequently interrupted by vociferous adher- 
ents in the auditnce, and once by Mr. Gom- 
pers. He had vaunted the power and influ- 
ence of the laboring classes in the parlia- 
ments of France, England, and Germany, 
and attributed it to their adoption of social- 
ism. To draw a contrast, he said: 

“The working classes in this country are 
held in contempt not only by the courts but 
by the political parties, as my friend, Mr. 
Gompers, will bear witness.” 

I bear witness to the contrary,“ declared 


Mr. Gompers, loudly. 


Formal Opening in Afternoon. 
The afternoon session—the formal opening 


ot the congress—was called to order at 2:15 


o clock by Jenkin Lloyd Jones. After the 
Singing of a hymn, Robert Treat Paine of 
Boston was introduced as the presiding officer 
of the session. In his intreductory remarks 
Mir. Paine paid tribute to Chicago as a leader 


in the movement for universal peace, saying: | 


Some power which the world will heed 
must take the initiative in proposing peace to 
the world. We meet in Chicago in the hope 
that this city will move the United States to 
take the initiative for which the whole world 
Waits. 

Gov. Deneen followed Mr. Paine and ex- 
tended a welcome to the delegates in the name 
of the state of Illinois. 

Edgar A. Bancroft, representing Mayor 
Busse, delivered an address of welcome to 
Chicago. a 

The Rev. A. Eugene Bartlett of Boston, 
chairman of the reception committee, de- 
livered the formal address of welcome to the 
Gelegates. He said in part: 

“We are gathered in the central west, 
where it is not a breach of etiquette to ex- 
press one’s feelings. There is a tendency 
throughout our country to applaud epaulets 
and brass bands, and to treat in cold, in- 
hospitable fashion the great movements that 
make for the redemption of mankind. 

Let the welkin ring with your shouts of

Police Convinced Woman Staid 
at Dearborn Avenue Address. 


IDENTITY STILL A MYSTERY. 


, 
Clews Run Down in Half a Dozen Cities 


Offer No Solution. 


Six headquarters detectives, working 
throughout yesterday and aided by long 
telegraphic dispatches from the police of 
five other cities, wers unable in any way to 
clear up the mystery surrounding the identity 
of the woman found drowned in the lake off 
Lincoln park with a ley to a safe depbsit 
box containing $3,700 about her neck. ‘ 

At the First National bank the woman 
gave the name of Mrs. C. A. Lewis. Eight 
separate rePorts have been made during the 
last forty-eight hours of a missing Mrs. 
Lewis,“ but in each case, with one exception, 
the woman reported as missing has been 
located. 


Roomed at 185 Dearborn Avenue. 

The detectives are now convinced that the 
woman drowned is the woman who lived for 
two weeks m a house at 185 Dearborn avenue. 
This woman gave her name as Mrs. Lewis, 
and in her rooms were found many medicines 
often prescribed for colds and stomach 
trouble: A prescription of a similar nature 
was found in a bag about the neck of the 
woman drowned. 

The woman left nothing at the Dearborn 
avenue address excepting a child's suitcase 
containing three articles of clothing, all un- 
marked in any way, and a diary upon which 
on the page marked for identiflcation was 
written the name of “ Walter Winser, 367 
Oak street.“ 


Never Met the Woman. 

Detectives called at the address and found 
that Walter Winser is 14 years old. Hesays 
that early in January he was given several 
blank diaries and signed his name in them, 
but is unable to say what afterward happened 
to them. He says he never met a woman by 
the name of Lewis. 

In response to telegraph inquiries, the po- 
lice here sought information of a Mrs. C. A. 
Lewis, proprietor of the St. Nicholas hotel, 
Kansas City, who Was reported missing, and 
also asked for information regarding a Mrs. 
Charles J. Lewis of Flint, Mich., and a Mrs. 
A. C. Lewis of Denver. Responses were re- 
ceived to alPingfiiries and the women ac- 
counted for. Inquiries were also made re- 
garding women of Salt Lake City and Cleve- 
land, reported missing. 


Identifications Discredited. 

Many other persons made partial identifica- 
tions of the body of the woman, but all were 
later discredited. 

After several photographs had been taken 
under orders of Coroner Hoffman and exact 
measurements made of the body, burial was 
permitted last evening in Mount Rose cem- 
etery. Public Administrator Devine took 
charge of the $3,700 in Cash belonging to the 
woman.

FALLS IN ELEVATOR SHAFTS 
CUT SHORT LIVES OF TWO. 


Girl Stendgrapher Killed in the Boston 
Store and Man Employe Fatally Hurt 
in John M. Smyth Company Building. 


Miss Florence Pestault, a stenographer em- 
ployed in a real estate office at 115 Dearborn 
street, was killed yesterday by falling down 
an elevator shaft in the Boston store. She 
was 20 years old and lived at 501 Forty-fourth 

lace. 

Edward Slagel, operator of the elevator, is 
under arrest to await the action of the coro- 
ner’s jury. It was the flart day he had run the 
elevator. 

According to thé police, Miss Pestault’s 
dress caught in the door leading to the ele- 
vator. Before Slagel could stop the car she 
was drawn down between the elevator and 
wall and fell to the basement. She was dead 
when picked up. The car was crowded with 
women shoppers,“ who were thrown into a 
panic, several of them fainting. 

Barney Bruen fell from the fourth floor 
down the elevator shaft in the John M. Smyth 
company store at 164 West Madison street, 
fracturing hig skull. He died soon afterwards, 
He was 28 years old and lived at 5200 Weat 
Harrison street. It was his first day of em- 
ployment in the store. ;

Boston, Mass., May 3.—Continuing its re- 
duction in freight rates to meet the competi- 
tion of the Baltimore and Ohio, the Boston 
and Maine railroad to@ay filed tariffs with 
the interstate commerce commission provid- 
ing for further decreases, which go into effect 
June 1. The new rates for first class are 64 
cents, as against 67 cents previously, and for 
second class, 53 cents, as compared with the 
present rates of 57 cents.

Agitation to Follow in Co 


Undoubtedly there will be a revival, agita- 
tion, and a determined effort in congress to 
force the railroads to be carriers and nothing 


else 


the enormous holdings of railroads, deemed 


it advisable not to promulgate as law the 


contention of the government and precipi- 


tate a situation which might have had seri- 
dus financial consequences. But whether 


this be true or not, there is no doubt that 
@ failure has attended the attempt to re- 


strict common carriers to the business for 


which they primarily were created. 

There is not a coal producing section of 
the United States which is not directly af 
fected by the decision of the court. In the 


gast, the middle west, the far west, ahd the 


southwest anthracite and bituminous coal 
.fields are exploited in part either directly by 
the railroads or by companies organized by 
them or in which they have interest. 

The railroads which appeared as defend- 

ants in the case disposed of include the Penn- 
Sylvania. Erie, Reading, Jersey Central, Del 
aware and Lackawanna. Delaware and 
-Hiudson, and Lehigh. Valley, The Penn- 
Byivania owns no coal land ‘the title to 
‘“‘ which appears in its name, but it 
holds all of the capital stock, amounting 
to $2,000,000, of the Manor Read Estate and 
Trust company, which has 8,899 acres of coal! 
lands situated in several counties of Penn- 
Sylvania. 


Status of Various Companies. 


The Erie owns the stock of two bituminous 
goal companies, ‘besides a number of sub- 
sidiary lines used for the purpose of trans- 
porting the product of these companies. The 
Reading corporation, the stock of which is 
distributed among the public, holds the 
shares of the Reading railroad and Reading 
Coa] companies. The Jersey Central holds 
stock in subsidiary coal companies. 

The Delaware and Hudson, constructed 
primarily as an outlet for coal mines, in the 
view of the court, is now a common carrier. 
It owns a few mines which under the decision 
it must dispose of, or it cannot transport the 
products, but its principal holdings of coal 
are mined by subsidiary concerns. 

In the far west the Union Pacific owns the 
entire capital stock and bond issue of the 
Union Pacific Coal company, which operates 
extensive mines at Hanna, Rock Springs, 
Wyoming, and elsewhere. 

This brief survey of the situation shows 
that few railroads will be disturbed by the 
dectsion of the court, and those that are will 
only have to organize independent com- 
panies in order to escape interference. The 
interstate commerce commission now will 
have this advantage, that it wilk be able to 
examine the books of the companies as well 
as: those of the railroads. and thus be adie 
to establish comparatively easily whether 
the coal of a company in which a road is 
interested is, transported at a less rate than 
that of an independent concern. 


Sharp Watch Will Be Needed. 

But a sharp watch still will have to be 
maintained to prevent the ‘raflroad from 
favoring its subsidiary company through a 
policy of partiality in connection with car 
supply and distribution, side tracka, terminal 
or tidewater facilities, etc. The commission 
has power to a certain extent to prevent 
abuses along these lines, but it is apparent 
that a more effective settlement of the situa- 
tion would be obtained through a law re- 
quiring the carriers to divest themselves of 
all interest in any kind of a producing cor- 
poration whatsoever. 

As was pointed out by an interstate com- 
merce commissioner today, there is nothing 
in the way to prevent a road from creating 
companies for the conduct of any kind of 
Dusiness they desire. Thus the raflroad in- 
terests have the widest kind of a field open 
for investments, and with their enormous 
capital can compete in any line they consider 
advisable. 

A number of railroads, such as the Union 
Pacific and Pennsylvania, have stock owner- 
ship in others. This naturally tends to elim- 
inate competition, and in the coal sections, 
for example, could result in an increase of 
rates which would be particularly burden- 
some upon independent shippers. 


True of Other Commodities. 

What is true of coal could be true of any 
other commodity produced by a company 
controlled by a railroad. The interstate 
commerce commission has the power, upon 
complaint, to reduce rates, but it does not 
necessarily follow that this action would be 
taken. In a report the commission made 
following an exhaustive investigation of dis- 
criminations and monopolfes in coal and oil, 
the recommendation was submitted that car- 
riers be forbidden after reasonable time to 


own or have any interest, directly or in- 


directly, in any operated coal properties ex- 
cept such as were exclusively for their own 
fuel supply. and that ownership either di- 
rectly or indirectly by officers or employés of 
common carriers of any coal properties or 
any of the stock of coal companies along the 
line of the road by which they are employed 
be forbidden. It is likely the commission will 
renew this recommendation to congress. 
The opinion of the Supreme court of the 
United States was considered to a slight ex- 
tent at a meeting of the commission today, 
but no action was taken, for the reason that 
Chairman Knapp and his associates desire 
to study carefujly the text of the document. 
It is expected the matter will be considered 
by the administration and congress in con- 
nection with the changes of the interstate 
commerce and Sherman anti-trust laws 
which President Taft intends to propose in 
his annual message next December. 


SUMMARY OF OPINION. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Washington, D. C., May 3.—The decision in 
the commodities clause case was an- 
nounced by Justicé White. That portion 
which applies to a railroad company’s right 
to ownership of stock in a different corpora- 
tion was dissented from by Justice Harlan. 
Otherwise the ruling was unanimous. The 
following is a summary of the opinion: 

“1. The claim of the government that the 
provision contained in the Hepburn act ap- 
proved June 29, 1906, commonly called the 
commodities clause, prohibits a railway com- 
pany from moving commodities in interstate 
commerce because the company has manu- 
_.. factured, mined, or produced them or owned 

them in whole or in part or has had an Inter- 
est direct or indirect in them, wholly irre- 
-  pective of the relation or connection of the

Contentions Without Merit. 


“As the construction which the govern- 
ment placed upon the act and seeks to en- 
force is now held to be unsound and as none 
of the contentions relied upon are applicable 
to the act as now construed because under 
such construction the act merely enforces a 
regulation of commerce by which carriers 
are compelled to dissociate themselves from 
the products which they carry and does not 
prohibit where the carrier is not associated 
with the commodity carried, it follows that 
the contentions on the subject of the fifth 
amendment are without merit. 

„The exemption as to timber, etc., con- 
tained in the clause is not repugnant to the 
constitution. 

„B The provision as to penalties is Repara- 
ble from the other provisions of the aft. As 
no recovery of penalties was prayed, no is- 
sue concerning. them is here presented. It 
will be time enough to consider whether the 
right to recover penalties exists when an 
attempt to collect penalties is made.

Government Point Upheld. 


Claiming that the principle contended for 
by the government had been sustained by 


the Supreme court of the United States in

It adopts a construction of the 
statute different from that contended for 
by both the government andthecarriers. It, 
however, sustains the principle contended 
for by the government that congress has 
power to prohibit a carrier from carrying in 
competition with other shippers commodi- 
ties which the carrier owns or in which it ls 
interested. It operates at once to prevent 
any carrier from transporting any commodi- 
ty which it owns at the moment of ship- 
mem, and it confirms in congress power to 
extend that prohibition to the carriage of 
commodities owned at the time of shipment 
by a corporation in which the carrier has a 
stock interest. 


COAL ROADS UNAFFECTED. 


New York, May 3.—The coal carrying rall- 
roads will be practically unaffected in their 
business by the decision of the Supreme court 
of the United States in the commodities case. 
This is the opinion of Robert W. De Forest of 
this city, who was associated with John G. 
Johnson of Philadelphia as counse) for the 
companies in the argument of the cases be- 
fore the court. Mr. De Forest made the fol- 
lowing statement today: 

‘Of the anthracite carriers only two, the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western and the 
Delaware and Hudson, have any direct legal 
ownership in the anthracite coal. Both these 
companies are authorized by their charters 
to mine anthracite coal and to transport it. 

All the other so-called anthracite car- 
riers, that is, the Reading, the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey, the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, the Lehigh Valley, the Erie, and the 
New York, Ontario and Western, own stock 
in coal mining companies. 

“The decision establishes the legality of 
anthracite coal transportation by these six 
last named companies; that is, the transpor- 
tation of coal mined by companies in which 
they have stock interest. This leaves only 
the situation of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western and the Delaware and Hudson 
to be practically considered. 


How D. and H. Escapes. 


“The Supreme court decides that the pro- 
hibition of the Hepburn act does not apply 
when title to a ‘commodity, thought manu- 
factured, mined, or produced by a railroad 
company, or under its authority, has passed 
out of that railroad company in good faith 
before the act of transportation begins.’ 

“The Delaware and Hudson company, as 
I understand, at the present time and for 
some time past has been accustomed to sell 
its coal at the mines. Therefore the pro- 
hibition of the act, under the decision of the 
Supreme court, would not apply to it.“ 


RAIL VICTORY, SAY CHICAGOANS. 


The decision of the Supreme court in the 
“commodities clause case was received 
with great interest by Chicago railroad offi- 
clals and attorneys. They regard it prac- 
tically as a victory for the transportation in- 
terests. 

„While I have not seen the text of the de- 
oislon,“ B. L. Winchell, president of the Rock 
Island, sald, *‘I understand that it does not 
affect the status of the western roads. We 
don't own any coal mines directly, and? 1 
don't know of any western road that does. 
If a railroad does own coal mines directly 
I can see no reason, as I understand the de- 
cision, why it cannot turn its coal business 
over to a separately organized company, pro- 
vided the coal is sold at the mines and the 
railroad has no interest in it during the trans- 
portation.”’ 

Robert Dunlap, general attorney for the 
Santa Fé railway, expressed similar views, 
saying that none of the western roads was 
éngaged directly in the coal business and 
that the coal mines usually were held by 
companies organized for the purpose of dea!- 
ing in coal.

Philips Issues Harsh Injunction. 
Judge Philips,“ the resolution adds, “then 
dissolved the injunction secured by the cir- 
cult attorney and ruled further that any

The resolution then says Judge Philips “ is 
tyrannical on the bench and insulting to 


counsel who appear before him; that he de- 


stroys the right of fair trial by instructing 
juries to return verdicts of guilty; that he 
quits the bench for long periods and holds 
court for only four hours per day.“ 

The resolution asks the appointment of a 
committee to investigate the charge. 


CHARGE DENIED BY M’PHERSON. 

St. Louis. Mo., May 38.—[Special.}|—Judge 
Smith McPherson of the United States Dis- 
trict court was found on a train at Stanberry, 
Mo., shortly before midgight.

How “Joker” Was Slipped In. 

The Dingley law, following out the system 
of the previous tariffs, divides raw wool into 
three classes. Class 1 includes all wools of 
the merino blood, down clothing wools, in- 
cluding Bagdad, China, Castell Blanco, Ad- 
rianople, or butcher’s wool, and such as have 
usually been imported into the United States 
from Argentina, New Zealand, Australia, 
Russia, Great Britain, Canada, Egypt, Mo- 
rocco, and elsewhere. 

Class 2 includes a high grade of Leicester, 
Cotswold, Lincolnshire, and down cornbing 
wools, Canada long wools or other like comb- 
ing wools of English blood and also the hair 
of the camel, Angora goat, alpaca, and other 
like animals. 

In class 8 were included what generally 
are called carpet wools, like the donskol, 
native South American, Cordova, Valparaiso, 
native Smyrna, Russian camels hair and all 
such wools as are usually improved wools, 
which are provided for especially. 

And now for the joker. Under the present 
law the duty on first clase woo! is 11 cents and 
on the second class 12 cents per pound. On 
the third class wools the rate is cents wher 
valued at less than 12 cents a pound and 7 
cents when valued above that rate. 


Clause Clouded in Meaning. 


When woo! is imported in its original condi- 
tion it contains a great deal of dirt. It has 
been found necessary, therefore, in order to 
protect the American farmer to raise these 
rates several times when the wool is imported 
in washed or scoured condition, because there 
is a great shrinkage in the weight and cus- 
toms duties gtven before would not be suffi- 
cient. In other words, if the rates of duty 
given are applied to washed wool they do not 
furnish sufficient protection, although they 
are fair enough when applied to the unwashed 
wool. 

To see just where the joker has been sleep- 
ing in the Dingley law all these years, and to 
show just how the farmers weg expected to 
be flimflammed under the new tariff bili 
once more, it is only necessary to quote par- 
agraph 362 from the house and senate bills 
now pending, which is a reénactment of the 
present law, and which reads as follows: 

The duty on wools of the first class which 
shall be imported washed shall be twice the 
amount of the duty to which they would be 
subjected if imported unwashed; and the 
duty on wools of the first and second classes 
which shall be imported scoured shall de 
three times the duty to which they would be 
subjected if imported unwashed. The duty 
on wools of the third class, if imported in 
condition for use in carding or spinning into 
yarn, or which shall not contain more than 
8 per centum of dirt or other foreign sub- 
stance, shall be three times the duty to 
which they would otherwise be subjected.“ 


Tricky Wording Hurts Farmers. 


There probably is not a farmer or wool 
grower in the country who does not believe 
to this day that this paragraph doubles or 
trebles the duty on raw wool when it is 
washed so as to reduce its weight materially. 
A close study of the paragraph will make 
plain the startling discovery made by Sena- 
tor Dolliver which he proposes to exploit 
in his speech in the eenate tomorrow. 

Any person reading the paragraph care- 
fu:ly will see that the first class wools wil! 
be taxed 11 cents a pound if unwashed and 
22 cents a pound if washed. The first and 
second class wools also are made to bear a 
duty three times the normal if they are im- 
ported scoured because scouring is a great- 
ly advanced process over washing; and there 
is accordingly a much greater shrinkage in 
weight. Unwashed wools are those that have 
been shorn from the sheep in their natural 
condition without any cleansing. Washed 
woole are those which have been washed 
with water only on the sheep's back or on

BRYAN SAYS “I TOLD YOU SO” 
IN TALKING OF THE TARIFF. 


Declares Demacratic Prophecies About 


Quality of Revision by Republicans 
Are Now Being Fulfilled. 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 3.—[Special. 1 
William Jennings Bryan today said “I told 
you 80, regarding the tariff situation. The 
Nebraskan stopped for two hours in Minne- 
apolis and stated that the predictions of the 
Democratic party before the last election as 
to the quality of tariff revision to be expected 
from the Republican party were being ful- 
filled to the letter. 

Mr. Bryan said he was in politics to stay, 
and that the outlook for a Democratic con- 
gress two years ahead had been improved by 
the tariff debate in congress.

HEAD MISSIONARY AT ADANA 
TELLS OF REFUGEES’ TERROR. 


Thousands Homeless and Penniless and 
in Urgent Need of Relief Measures— 
Appeal by Committee. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, May 3.—The Rev. Dr. W. N. 
Chambers, head missionary at Adana, in a 
telegram received in London detailing the re- 
cent massacres, says on April 24 the soldiers 
and Bashi bazouks poured a fusillade into an 
Armenian school where nearly two thousand 
persons had taken refuge. The building was 
soon ablaze. Refugees who tried to escape 
were shot as soon as they showed themselves. 

Then followed a conflagration which con- 
tinued until the morning of April 27. It de- 
stroyed four churches, their schools, and 
hundreds of houses, leaving thousands home- 
less and penniless. The American mission 
house and schoo! of the Jesuit sisters escaped 
destruction. 

Dr. Chambers says the government relief 
measures were inadequate and ‘measures 
taken for the protection of life and property 
inefficient. Some of the troops are pillaging 
and multitudes are dangerously near star- 
vation. The Beirut relief committee, con- 
sisting of the American consul, an American 
missionary, Dr. Freyer, and Dr. George Post 
of the American college, has appealed for 
$50,000 to relieve the immediate needs of suf- 


ferers.

Campbell Clears 12 Feet in Pole Vault 
and Howe Captures High Hurdle 
in 24 at Eli Games. 


New Haven, Conn., May 3.—[Special.]—Some re- 
markable performances were shown at the Yale 
apring track games this afternoon. Campbell 
cleared the bar at twelve feet in the pole vauk, 
the best record made in years in a collegiate meet 
here. 

Capt. Vernon Howe took both hurdle events, 
going over the 220 yard sticks in :24, This is the 
fastest time ever made at Yale field in the hurdle 
race, but it will not be insisted upon because a 
high wind helped Howe.

THE COMMODITIES CLAUSE. 

The Supreme court has upheld the con- 
stitutionality of the commodities clause 
of the Hepburn act, thus overruling the 
Circuit Court of. Appeals.. Tt has sus- 
tained the general principle that the func- 
tions of carrier and producer or shipper 
should not be united. A railroad should 
confine its activity to the transportation 
business. . 

At the same time the Supreme court 
denies to the commodities clause that full 
measure of effectiveness which Congress 
intended it should have and which the law 
Officers of the government contended it 
did have. The object of congress was to 
compel the railroads of the country to part 
with all interest, direct or indirect, in 
anthracite or bituminous coal - mines 
except so far as they used the product 
for their own transportation purposes. 
Evidence gathered by the interstate com- 
merce commission had proved that such 
legislation was necessary. There had 
béen gross discrimination against inde- 
pendent mine operators. A railroad al- 
‘ways had cars to carry its own coal or 
the product of mines in which its officers 
were interested. Frequently it was impos- 
sible for the independent operators to 
Supply their customers, for they could 
not get cars. 

Some roads own coal mines outright. 
Two of the anthracite roads do. Others 
own the entire capital stock of coal min- 
ing corporations. That is the case with 
the Reading. Other roads hold control- 
ling or minority interests in such corpora- 
tions. It was the intention of congress 
to reach them all. The Supreme court 
rules that the ownership of stock in a 
coal mining company by a railway does 
not cause it, as the owner of the stock, 
“to have a legal interest in the commod- 
ity affected by the producing corporation.” 
The railway may not have an interest 
“in a legal tense” in that commodity, 
and yet it has absolute control over it. 

The court has taken a disappointingly 
narrow view of the case. It has con- 
strued out of the clause most of its im- 
mediate value. But by sustaining the 
constitutionality of th clause as it in- 
terprets it, it apparently has left the 
door open for further legislation by con- 
gress to dissolve entirely the illegitimate 
relations existing between many roads 
and the coal mining business. The de- 
cision is unwelcome, because it makes the 
clause operative only as to a few of the 
many roads congress intended to reach. 
Seemingly it does not say that congress 
has not the power to forbid to a railroad 
engaged in interstate commerce the own- 
ership of the stock of a coal company 
whose product it transports. 


REGENERATING TURKEY. 

The Yeung Turks now have their hands 
free to set about the realization of their 
plans for the regeneration of Turkey. 
They have got rid of a sultan who would 
have plotted against them whenever the 
opportunity offered itself. They have, in- 
stead, a sultan who may sympathize with 
them and who if he does not probably 
has been taught by the fate of his brother 
that it would be unwise to trifle with the 
men from whom the army takes its orders. 
Enver Bey said the other day, The 
army is the instrument of thé ¢ivil au- 
thorities.”” He put the cart before the 
horse. The civil] authorities—the parlia- 
ment and the cabinet—are now the in- 
struments of the masters of the army. 

This should not distress those who wish 
Turkey well. That country does not need 
a constitution—not even one with all the 
latest improvements-——-so much as it does 
progressive and resolute rulers who can 
use the forms of a constitution to arrive 
at desirable results. If the committee of 
union and progress can supply such rulers, 
and they can keep from quarreling among 
themselves, much can be done toward the 
rehabilitation of the empire. 

There are so many things to be done, 
however, that the Young Turks may find 
the task too much for them. First of all, 
there must be no more massacres of Chris- 
tians. Abdul Hamid promised the great 
powers of Europe thirty years ago that 
there should be no more. That promise 
he broke often, but by playing off one 
power against another he managed to 
escape being called to account for it. The 
protection which he did not give to Arme- 
nians and other native Christians and to 
the missionaries the new Turkish govern- 
ment will be required to give. It will have 
to tame Mohammedan fanaticism in Asia 
Minor, where it is more violent than in 
European Turkey, Whether it will be 
able to do that satisfactorily is a serious 
question. It is a matter which, has to be 
handled firmly and cautiously.

In one sense the banks are out that 
Some allowance should be 
made for the direct and. indirect losses 
they would have suffered if they had let 
the Walsh banks go to the wall. There 
would have been a local financial panic. 
Confidence in other banks would have 
been momentarily impaired. Their de- 
posits would have been decreased and 
their business reduced. They were con- 
sulting their own interests to some extent 
as well as those of the dusiness com- 
munity to a far greater extent when they 
assumed the indebtedness of the Walsh 
institutions. 

But the cost to the banks of that as- 
sumption, whether it be $5,000,000 cr 
less, is a guaranty to the business world 
of the safest kind of banking in Chicago. 
It is an assurance of tireless vigilance on 
the part of the clearing house banks. 
They no longer rest content with nationdl 
and state examinations, but have their 
own examiner, who is all the time on the 
lookout. They set a precedent in the 
case of the Walsh banks, and in order 
that such a precedent may not be too ex- 
pensive in the future they have to enforce 
respect for sound banking principles.

The Bush Temple bids fair to become & 
producing house for new plays, and plays of 
one act seem destined to have the preference. 
Last week Mr. Patterson's effective Dope 
had its premiére, and succeeded so well that 
it is being retained in the bill for the present 
week. With it were associated last evening 
two other absolute novelties, both of which 
are one act plays, and both of which are by 
Chicagoans. The first of these is entitled 
„The Devil's Choice,“ and is the product of 
the skill of Margaret Horton Potter and Wal- 
lace Rice, and the second is a dramatization 
into one act of an episode found in Hobart G. 
Chatfleld-Taylor's novel, The Crimson 
Wing, the preparation for the stage having 
been done by Mr. Rice. . 

The interest the performances roused was 
evidenced by the audience, which contained 
a large number of persons prominent in the 
upper social circles of the city. The impres- 
sion made was favorable on the whole, and 
after The Devil's Choice,“ which was first 
on the bill, the recalls for the players were 
numerous, and shouts for the authors were 
abundant. Neither of the playwrights ap- 
peared, however. “Dope” found pro- 
nounced favor, but 4 Traitor to France 
was marred by incomplete presentation and 
failed to win the success it might have done 
and probably will do at subsequent perform- 
ances. 

„The Devil's Choice’’ is a grewsome dra- 
matic bit such as the French folk like and 
the Germans are beginning to affect.

What Radium Is Worth. 
(Dundee Advertiser. } 

The value of a speck of radium is incred- 
ibly great, and wher the Hon. Sydney Hol- 
land, at Sir Frederick Treves lecture at the 
London hospital last week, picked up the 
tube containing the famous surgeon's micro- 
scopic £800 ($4,000) worth of radium bromide 
Sir Frederick's concern for its safety may 
not have been altogether assumed. While 
the late Prof. Curie was lecfuring on the 
wonderful element one day in Paris he 
dropped the glass tube containing the few 
grains of radium, with which he was dem- 
onstrating, and, the glass breaking, the pre- 
cious powder was scattered all over the floor. 
At once the room was cleared, every speck of 
dust collected with the test care, taken 
to the professor's laboratary, dissolved, re- 
crystallized and the rad extracted from 
the refuse again with the loss of only an in- 
finitestmal fraction. The cost of radium 
bromide is about £7 ($35) a milligramme, 
which would mean over £200,000,000 ($1,000, - 
000,000) for an ounceavoirdupois ——
